PEACE CONGRESS 
BEGINS ITS WORK 


Letter From President Roose- 
velt Read to Delegates 


Andrew Carnegie, W. T. Stead 
and Others—Carnegie Says 
That Kaiser William 
Stands in Way of 
Peace. 


New York, April 1i5.—Warned by 
President Roosevelt and Secretary of 
State Root that if success is to crown 
the efforts of those who are working 
for peace among the nations of the 
world, *their endeavor must be along 


insisting upon the impossible, put off 
the day when the possible can be ac- 
complished, the national arbitration 
and peace conference which is meeting 
in this city today under the presidency 
of Andrew Carnegie, began today its 
real activities with two crowded ses- 
sions in Carnegie hall. 

Secretary Root also took occasion in 
his speech to point out the propositions 
which the United States government 
will have to make at the coming con- 
ference at The Hague. He warned his 
hearers not to expect too much at this 
second conference. The president in 
a letter to the congress expressed the 
hope that the coming conference will 
result in the adoption of international 
arbitration treaty. Secretary Root, 
after seconding this hope, declared the 


United States thought it proper to 
urge again the discussion of the sub- 
ject of the limitation of armament of 
the nations on land and sea and the 
abolition of the practice of using force 
in the collection of debts owed by 
one nation to the citizens of another. 
Carnegie’s Tribute to Roosevelt. 
Mr. Carnegie paid a tribute to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and expressed the wish 
that Mr. Roosevelt might be the peace 
maxer of the future. He declared, 
however, that Emperor William is the 
man among all men who holds the 
peace of the nations in his power. Yn 
this connection, Mr. Carnegie said it 
was unjust to speak of the emperor as 
a menace to the peace of Europe, add- 
ing that in twenty years upon the 
throne, the German ruler had spilt no 
blood nor caused an international war. 
At the afternoon session the speakers 
were Secretary Root, Governor Charles 
E. Hughes, of New York; Mayor 
George B. McClellan, of New York 
city, who made the address of: welcome, 
and Mr. Carnegie. 
Tonight the speakers included Baron 
D’Estournelles De Constant, member 
of the French senate and head of the 
international conciliation commission, 
and Secretary Oscar S. Straus, of the 
department of commerce and labor. 
President Roosevelt, in his letter to 
the congress, urged that its efforts be

“Il want to deny the stories that have 
been used for so many years to the ef- 
fect that Germany is a menace to the 
peace of the world. Peace, I believe, has 
no more earnest supporter than Germany, 
as America, I believe, has no sincerer 
friend.”’

And I am here to ask you, nearly all of 
your English-speaking people, to join with 
ug to make the coming Hague conference 
a greater success than the first. 

“There hag been all sorts of talk about 
disarmament. I have heard it in every 
country in Europe and I have come to 
hate it as the devil hates holy water. 
No government in the world is going to 
propose any such thing at The Hague 
conference or anywhere else. What prob- 
ably will be broached is a halt in this 
mad haste to increase armaments and 
still again increase them in a nonsensical 
degree.”’

Peking, China, April 15.—The Russian 
and Japanese troops have now com- 
pletely cvacuated Manchuria, according 
to the terms of the treaty of Ports- 
mouth, only retaining a certain puin- 
ber of railway guards. All military 
movements had ceased and the Man- 
churian towns, etc., which were under 
Russian and Japanese control, have 
been returned to the Chinese authori-

The Marthasville Name. 
Editor Constitution: The articles re- 
cently appearing in The 
regarding naming of the former vil- 
lage of Marthasville, and subsequently 
the city of Atlanta, recalls to me a 
conversation I haf®about twenty years 
ago with Mr. Robert Tuck, of Clarke 


county, now deceased. 


Those who were acquainted with Mr. | 


Tuck knew-him to be a@ man of un- 
questioned veracity, and whose mem- 


ory of past events, of which he knew, | 


was remarkable. 

In recounting to me some of the 
incidents of his early life, he stated 
that he knew Atlanta when it was only 
a village, and known as Terminus; 


and that, while he was there at work, | 


the name was changed to ‘‘Marthas- 
ville,”” in honor of the youngest 
daughter of Kev. George Lumpkin, of 
Oglethorpe county. 

I remarked that I thought that he 
was mistaken about that, as the gen- 
eral belief was that the name Marthas- 
ville was adopted in honor of Miss 


Martha Lumpkin, daughter of the ex-| 


governor. 

To this, he replied: ‘Yes, I know 
that to be the general opinion, but I 
was there, and I know that the name 
was for George Lumpkin’s daughter, 
Martha.”’ 

He then stated to me that Rev. 
George Lumpkin and another gentle- 
man of Oglethorpe, whose name I do 
not recall, contracted with the Georgia

| Mr. Tuck stated that Mr. Lumpkin 
ispent a great deal of his time during

{ tions, and was very popular with the

| who had charge of the work. That he 
continually talked of his baby daugh- 
ter, Martha, who had married previous- 
ly, and whom he seemed to idolize; 
and anything that he saw that he 
thought would please her he would 
secure, saying, “[. want that for 

Martha,” until that phrase became a 
byword with the men, who, when they 
wished fer anything very badly, would 
'Say, “I want that for Martha.’ 

When there was talk of changing the 
name of the hamlet, the first name that 
Suggested itself to them was ‘“Mar- 
, thas’ or “‘Marthasville,” the latter 
‘mame being adopted. 

The foregoing statement made to me 
by Mr. Tuck is the most plausible one 
I have heard, and I think the true one 
for the following reasons: 

Wilson Lumpkin was governor 
I83i to 1835, and in 1833 the Georgia 
railroad was chartered: but if the 
governor took any active interest in 
(the movement there is no record of 
the fact. He was afterwards: sent to 
ithe United States senate, and I pre- 
sume was there when the Georgia road 
was completed. According to tradition, 
this name was bestowed ten years 
after Governor LumpkKin's term had ex- 
pired, and, even admitting that he 
Was a very popular executive, in that 
‘length of time his popularity would 
have waned. Then, why should this 
Village be called for his daughter? 
Thére is no satisfactory answer te 
this question available. On the other 
hand, we learn that at the very time 
of the naming of the village, Rev. 
George LumpkKin, who also had a 
popular daughter named Martha, was 
present, and aiding the completion of 
the road, and buiiding the terminal 
|facilities, and this is at present the 
|Status of the case. 

While | would not detract one iota of 
fame from Mrs. Martha R. Compton, 
whose middle name may or may not 
have caused the selection of the name 
|, ‘Atlanta,’ yet I am convinced, and [ 
think the facts and the circumstances 
abundantly prove, that the village of 
Marthasville was named—not as an 
honor to any one, but was done in a 
humorous way by the engineers and 
overseers, and was suggested by the 
name of Mrs. Martha <A. Lumpkin 
‘Compton's cousin, Martha Lumpkin 
Moore, who died in Athens, Ga., Feb- 
,ruary 19, 1907, and was buried at the 
| family graveyard within 300 feet of 
| where she was born, eighty years ago. 

It was her wish to be laid there, 
lin this quiet place, where her ances- 
|tors reposed—among the people whom 
:She loved, and who loved and honored 
|her—not because an insignificant vil- 
(lage had been named for her, nor that 
her brother, John, had come very near 
being governor, but for her sterling 
worth, her amiable disposition, and 
Christian character. She, nor her 
friends, desired any gorgeous display, 
or sentimental obsequies over her dead

Increasing Tax Retuarns. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright hag 
received the second corporation tax re- 
turn of the year, that of the-€olumbus 
Waterworks Company, which returned 
its total property at $10,000. ' 

Upon investigation of the company’s 
report for last year the comptroller gen- 
eral found it had earned net $15,000 
above the payment of all expenses, in- 
cluding taxes, depreciation of plant and 
everything, except interest on ponds. 

In accordance with his policy, he de- 
cided that the property of the company 
should be returned for taxation upon 4 
basis of an earning power of 6 per cent, 
and accordingly asked for a return of 
$250,000. The company replied that 
two-fifths of the property was In Alaba- 
ma, and, therefore, not subjet to (tax- 
ation in Georgia. 

“All right,’’ replied Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, “just give me a return of 
three-fifths of the value, or $150,000, and 
we'll let it go at that.” 

The ‘receiver of the company replied 
that he thought this an excessive val- 
uation, but would make it if the comp- 
troller general insisted on it. 

The comptroller general replied, asking 
for this return, and it will be made. 

Herein evidently Iies an indication of 
the course Comptroller General Wright 
intends to pursue in the matter of tax 
returns this year, and it is expected that 
considerable advances will be asked from 
corporations all over the state. 

Wadley Southern Case Argued. 

The case of state railroad com- 
mission against the Wadley Southern 
Railroad Company was argued in the 
supreme court yesterday. This case was 
brought up on appeal by the railroad 
commission from Cobb superior court, 
where it was first heard beforg Judge 
George F. Gober. 

This case involves the very important 
power of the railroad commission upon 
which {s pased its rule |, known as the 
continuous mileage rule. The stock of 
the Wadley Southern having been ac- 
quired by the Central of Georgia, the 
commission issued an ofder putting those 
roads under the continuous mileage rule, 
involving a reduction fn their bocal freight 
rates on hauls made over parts of both 
lines.

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DEATH WAS ACCIDENTA 
SAYS THE CORONER’S JURY

Neither Murder Nor Suicide Theories Considered 
In Case of Ralph Brown, Who Was Found 
Fatally Wounded. 


EATH from the accidental dis- 
[) charge of his pistol, was the ver- 

dict returned by the coroner's 
jury in the investigation of the causa 
of the death of Ralph H. Brown, about 
3 o’clock Monday morning in the dining 
room of his home at 26! Forrest ave- 
nue. 

Mr. Brown was discovered by his wife, 
Mrs. Mary Bizzell Brown, and her moth- 
er, Mrs. H. S&S. Bizzell. Mrs. Brown 
hearg a noise lfke some one falling heav- 
ily on the floor beneath, and she woke 


her mother, after ascertaining that her 
husband was not in his room, and they | 


descended the stairs to investigate. 

They found Mr. Brown in the dining 
room lying between the table and 
gzate face downward, with a 32-caliber 
Pistol by his side. He was 
and groaning, and.never spoke 
being reached. 

Dying When Found. 

Dr. Kime was- hurriedly summoned and 
found Mr. Brown in a dying condition. 
Turning the body over-he made a hasty 
examination and found life nearly ex- 
tinct. He found that one chambér of 
the revolver was discharged, the other 
four being loaded. The ball entered the 
right lower side of the chest, and plough- 
ed its way straight through the body, 
coming out on the opposite side, not 
Striking in its courte a single rib. It 
was later found loose in his night robe, 
and was of the same caliber of tha mis- 
tol found by his side. 

The back door of the dining room lead- 
ing tc she rear porch was ajar about a 
foot. It is conjectured that the dead 
man felt the cool draught throweh the 
open door, and believing a burglar was 
in the room, tried to snatch his pistol 
from his side coat pocket, when it be- 
came hung or Knocked against a chair 
and was discharged. 

The inside lining was burning when 
the ladies reached the scene, and the 
fire was extinguished by Mrs. Bizzell, 
the mother of Mrs. Brown. Mr. Brown 
lingered about ten minutes after 
cdiscoyereq and then expired. 

Burglary Theory Discarded. 

The burglary theory was dissipated by 
jury, the concensus of opinion being that 
the door was unthoughtedily left 
when the family retired Sunday night. 
Coroner W. W. Thompson held an in- 
quest at I2 o'clock yester@ay at the res- 
idence, the following gentlemen compos- 
ing the jrry: .

SFVEN RED 
GIVEN BY POPE 


Pius. X Holds a Consistory at 
the Vatican, 


Not an Englishman or American in 
the List—In His Allocation the 
Pope Deals With the Strag- 
gle of Roman Catholic 
Church in France. 


Rome, April 15.—Pope Pius X held a 
consistory this morning in the vatican 
and created seven new cardinals as 
follows: 

Monsignor Cavalkalari, patriarch of 
Venice. 

Monsignor Rinaldini, papal nuncio to 
Spain. 

Monsignor lLorenzelli, ex-papal nun- 
cio at Paris.

The ceremony took place in the hall 
which takes its name from the cone 
sistory, und was performed with the 
usual gorgeousness and impressive 
pomp. First, all the cardinals met 
there, headed by Monsignor Thier, 
octogenarian dean, Oreglia di Santo 
Stefano, the only surviving cardinal 
created by Piux IX. They divided into 
three groups, according to thelr or- 
ders, that of the bishops including, 
besides Oreglia, the two ‘Vannutelli 
brothers, Agiiardi, Satolli and Cassella; 
that of the priests, the most numerous, 
headed by Rampolla, and that of the 
deacons.

The scene was picturesque. Piux X, 
robed for the occasion in white, enter- 
ed the hall on foot, preceded by the 
pope and the sacred college. Then the 
pope from the throne addressed a 
simple prayer and delivered a short 
allocution. The pontiff dealt especial- 
ly with the struggle in France, which, 
he said, was particularly painful to 
him, as he loved “‘that most noble na- 
tion whose sorrows and joys I con- 
sider as my own instead of being those 
of her French rulers, who, after ar- 
bitrarily denouncing the concordat, 
violently despoiling the church and 
failing to recognize the ancient and 
true glory of the country, tried to up- 
root the remains of religion by com- 
mitting all kinds of excesses, even 
those most repugnant to French po- 
fiteness, violating every public and 
private law and custom. In so doing 
they calumniated. the episcopacy and

The question thus 
presented was whether the transfer 
tax law which imposed a tax under 
these conditions is constitutional. The 
State courts sustained it and the su- 
prerre «. urt upheld them.

HAS ATIVE DAY 


Trading Was General Through 
out the Session, 


Opening Showed Decline on Account 
of Unfavorable Cables From Liv- 
erpool—The Market Soon Ad- 
vanced and Closed Four 
Points Higher. 


New York, April 15.—The cotton market 
was more active today and trading seem- 
ed to be more general than for some 
(ime past. Fluctuations were somewhat 
irregular but the general undertone of 
the market was steady with the close un- 
changed to 4 points net higher. Sales 
were estimateg at 175,000 bales. 

The opening was steady at a decline of 
3 to 6 points, owing to lower cables than 
expected but the market immediately re- 
covered on covering of shorts, particular- 
ly in the near position.

It 
was assumed that the announcement rep* 
resented the disclosure of the mysterious 
something which bear operators have 
insisted was hanging over the market to 
cause last week's reaction, The failure 
was not regarded as important in itself 
and the bears were not inclined to re- 
main uncovered on the short side with 
this factor ag an explanation of whatever 
weakness the market has shown, but, 
with the passage of the influence of the 
failure, there was recurrent consideration 
of some of the doubtful factors which 
were in evidence last week. 

The record weekly expansion of bank 
loans shown by the bank gtatement came 
in for its share of discussion and was 
compared with the extended condition of 
credits for the country at large, shown 
by the reportg of the comptroller of the 
currency. Besideg subscriptions to new 
stock issues and repayment of loans to 
interior lenders, it was believed th&t large 
payments to foreign lenders had been in 
progress and the upward course of for- 
eign exchange last night brought out the 
supposition. 

Today foreign exchange reacted sharp- 
ly, although call money continues easy. 
London looks for a further reduction in 
the Bank of England discount rate. The 
discount rate hag hardened in Paris, how- 
ever, and the sterling exchange rate in 
Paris hag fallen three centimes since Fri- 
day, indicating a strong current of re- 
mittances from London to Paris. In the 
time money market here there is a stiff- 
ening of rates for the longer maturities, 
although the market is soft for the ghort- 
er maturities.
